Since the duties and responsibili- 
ties of a pastor are so heavy, if he 


‘follows the plain commands of the 


Bible, then naturally people owe 


. certain things to the pastor. The

bers should hear the preaching and 
teaching of their pastor, that they 
should follow the faith and doctrine 
of the preacher God gives them 
and that they should love and re- 
member and salute and obey these 
pastors who have the rule over 
them, 

First, the people should hear 
their pastor and follow his teach- 


The glorious unity of the Jeru- 
salem church was obtained this 
way. The people “continue sted- 
fastly in the apostles’ doctrine and 
fellowship, and in breaking of 
bread, and in prayers” (Acts 2:42). 

The first they did was to 
continue stedf in the teaching 


of the apostles, and as they did 
they were of one accord. No 
wonder they did eat their meat 
with gladness and singleness of 
heart! Blessed is that people who 
has a pastor whom they can safe- 
ly follow, and y is the pastor 
who is blessed with a people will- 
ing to follow his teaching. That 
is the reason that Paul instructed 
Timothy, “These things COMMAND 
and teach.” Commanding goes 
with teaching. A man fit to teach 
is fit to be followed and obeyed. 


The other. night I preached on 
the Christian home and gave the 
Scriptures showing the proper re- 
lation between hubsand and wife 
and read I Corinthians 11:1-16 
where the Lord commands a wo- 
man to have long hair as a symbol 
of her submission to her hubsand 
or father.

She 
brought him immediately to me be- 
fore I left the platform. She told 
his name and I shook hands with 
him and immediately he said, “Bro. 
Rice, I am nothing but an old hard, 
wicked sinner, I am sorry to say.” 

“Well,” I said, “Haven’t you 
about got enough of that?” 

“I have ALREADY got enough 
of it!” he said. “I am tired of it 
now.” 

Naturally he was quica io trust 
the Saviour and claim Him, anu 
then he told me that he had come 
to service last night and the night 
before intending to come forward 
and claim Christ, but his courage 
had failed him. He said he would 
join the Fundamentalist Baptist 
Church and be baptized, 

This man and two others came 
to me before I could get off the 
Diatform last night, and all three 
were happily saved after the bene- 
diction.

Twenty-Four Conversions and Rec- 


lamations Sunday Night 

The above was written Saturday 
and here we begin on Monday. God 
was good to us Sunday with one 
young woman saved in the services 
at Dallas, another saved at the 
6:30 baptizing service in Gaines- 
ville Fair Park, and then last night 
what a blessed time we had at the 
. revival! Twenty-four people made 
a definite decision for Christ. Most 
of these were converted and the 
rest were backsliders who came 
back to the Lord. We missed Bro. 
Stroh, who was preaching in Dal- 
las, but the Lord wonderfully 
blessed us. 

I was tired after speaking at 
10:00 and then at 11:00 in Dallas, 
then spending two huurs, from 2:30 
to 4:30, with some good men of my 
church in counsel, planning and 
prayer, then drove seventy-five 
miles to Gainesville, speaking in 
the open air beside Elm Creek in 
Gainesville at 6:30, all this before 
the evening service. A great crowd 
gathered, and as I began to speak, 
God revived my heart and blessed 
the message as I preached on 
‘Watching Jesus on the Cross,’ 
from the 27th chapter of Matthew. 
How they listened! When I gave 
the invitation one woman left her 
seat and stepped out toward tue 
front while I was still speak:ng, 
and before the song begam sne had 
taken my hand. She was quickly 
followed by four other women from 
different parts of the audience and 
then numbers came claiming Christ 
as Saviour, 

Fifteen or sixteen came forward 
during the invitation, anda we 
closed, or rather we had the bene- 
diction. But the service was nov 
closed. People did not leave. One 
worker and then another came to 
me bringing new converts. 

Finally most or the people went 
home, Dut a man, a woman and a 
little girl about ten years old sat 
down at the back and waited for 


— 


me. After I had spoken to others, 
I went back to talk with them. 
The man and the little girl had 
never been saved. The woman was 
a backslider. They seemed anxious 
to talk to me and had sat ana 
waited until nearly 11:00 o'clock 
when all but about a half-dozen 
had gone home. I soon showed the 
backslidden woman that if she was 
willing to confess her sins, God 
was willing to forgive’ and cleanse 
her. When I asked them to join 
me in prayer, the: man said, “I 
would like to, but I do not know 
how to pray.” I told him that it 
was not a matter of what words 
he said, but that he must admit to 
God that he was a sinner and want- 
ed, mercy and forgiveness. I sug- 
gested that he might pray the 
prayer of the Publican, “God be 
merciful to me a sinner,” or that 
he might say no words at all, but 
in his heart draw near to God, 
want forgiveness and depend on 
Him for that forgiveness. He 
agreed to seek God in his heart. 
and we prayed. Soon he happily 
took Christ as his Saviour and his 
wife came back to God. The little 
girl had listened to it all very 
soberly, so after I talked to her a 
bit, we had another prayer, and 
she was glad to claim Christ. 


Another Sinner Waited To Speak 
To Me About Salvation 


After the man and woman and 
child had claimed the Lord and de- 
parted for their home, I started to 
go to my car where the family 
were ready to drive home. Only 
my brother Bill and one other man 
remained, and I found that this 
man had waited to talk to me 
about his soul. He is thirty-two 
years old, his home is broken and 
he wept as he told me of his bur- 
dened heart. He had never made 
a profession as a Christian, but he 
had sat to one side for at least 
thirty minutes after the service 
closed, waiting to see me. He 
doubted if God could help him and 
bring happiness. He thought per- 
haps he had better try to settle 
some other matters first and then 
be saved. But I insisted that any 
move he would make without Jesus 
would be certain failure. Finally, 
frankly crying, he took my hand 
and claimed Christ as his Saviour. 

I always insist on new converts 
claiming Christ before others at 
once if possible, so we went to the 
car for him to tell Mrs. Rice. 


A Mother and Three Sons 

Another happy case last night 
was that of a mother who came 
forward early in the invitation, She 
admitted she was a backslider and 
had lived far from God, and she 
was anxious for her boys. But 
they did not come during the in 
vitation. However, after the invi- 
tation someone brought her oldest 
son, a fine looking young man, to 
me to tell me that he had trusted 
Christ as his Saviour. How the 
mother did rejoice! She put her 
arms around him and said to me, 
“Brother Rice, this is my oldest 
boy and my dependence for a liv®- 
lihood. Their father is gone. Now 
if we can just get my other boys 
saved.” In a little bit a personal 
worker brought to me the second 
son, and then a little later. the 
youngest son came to join the little 
group where his mother and twe 
oider brothers were. He came to 
trust Christ and they called me to 
tell me. Thus it was that the soul 
winning went on after*the benedic- 
tion. People did not.want to go 
home. That was certainly a happy 
family when the backslidden mothb- 
er came back to God, and then her 
three sons were converted. 

The revival continues this week 
and possibly next week. I do not 
see how we can close with such 
fine crowds coming and with such 
numbers being saved night after

God Withholds Rain Until After 
Service Monday Night 

Now it is Tuesday and here is 
another word about the revival. In 
Gainesville last night the storm 
of lightning, wind and rain put the 
electric lights out of commission 
for hours. I saw one great tree 
blown down across the street and 
branches blown off of trees in many 
places. The revival sign was 
whipped from its frame by the 
wind. But God postponed all this 
until the close of the revival serv- 
ice. The lightning and gathering 
clouds during the service foretold 
of the coming storm. But not until 
the sermon was over and the invi- 
tation had gone two or three verses 
did the furious wind begin filling 
the air with dust and blowing over 
benches. About four or five people 
came forward before the people ran 
for their cars or started home. 

One mother of grown children, 
with a very serious face, sat near 
the front and held her hand for 
prayer. She is a widow and came 
forward at once during the invi- 
tation to confess she was a back- 
slider. “God has been guod to me.” 
she said, “And helped me to raise 
my children without their father 
But T have drifted away from Him. 
and my children are unsaved. i 
want you to pray for tiem.” Al- 
most by the time she had taken her 
seat, a lovely young woman came 
from the back of the audience iv 
claim Christ, and the mother came 
happily to tell me, “Brother Rice. 
this is my baby girl!” 

One of the most blessed features 
of this revival is how the Holy 
Spirit of God convicts people until 
they are saved in spite of every 
disturbance and are saved at the 
very first opportunity to claim 
Christ when they come to the re- 
vival! 

With eyes and hair fui! of sand 
we finally got all the sung books 


| in the car, the piano covered and 


protected as well as possible and 
went to our rented home in Gaines- 
ville. There were no lights and 
by this time the rain had begun 
in addition to the terrific wind. We 
had barely gotten inside wher 
three dripping figures crossed the 
street into our yard and onto the 
front porch. They were neignbors 
who lived in a flimsy house that 
quivered and shook in the wind. 
and they were afraid it would biow 
cown upon them; a man, his wife 
and little boy. They had not beer 
attending the revival on accoun* 
of his work, but had heard much 
about it, Only the little boy had 
heen in two services. The mar 
Claimed to be a Christian. The 
woman did not. When I mentioned 
to her her need of Christ, she 
said, “I have certainly been think- 
ing about that since this wind came 
up!” I found that long ago she 
had trusted Christ as Saviour but 
had drifted far from Him and now 
did not claim to be a Christian at 
all. She willingly agreed to pray 
with us that the Lord would for- 
give and cleanse her, and then she 
shook my hand solemnly before her 
husband and son. Meantime the 
boy sat beside me with his face 
downcast, and I saw the deepest 
concern there by the dim lamp 
light. I asked him if he was think- 
ing about his soul, and he said that 
he was. As we talked, he said he 
knew he was a sinner; he wanted 
to be saved and he was willing for 
us to pray. Then he trusted Christ 
as his Saviour. By this time the 
wind was over, and they went back 
to their little house united in the 
Lord!

I am called to preach and teach, ° 


and you are not. I know more 
about what the Scriptures say than 


‘you do. God put His approval on 


this sermon. The Scripture is clear 
enough that any willing heart can 
understand it on this question. It 
is no credit to you if you differ 
with God’s prophet.” 

Some church member answers 
back that the pastor is sometimes 
wrong. Yes, they are, but IF 
THEY ARE GOD-CALLED, SPIR- 
IT-ANOINTED MEN, MADE 
OVERSEERS OF THE CHURCH 
BY THE HOLY GHOST, THEY 
ARE NOT AS OFTEN WRONG 
AS OTHER PEOPLE ARE! The 
man whom God has made “apt to 
teach” and made an overseer of a 
church which He purchased with 
His own blood, is not as likely to 
be wrong as the other man who is 
not apt to teach and not called 
to preach who sits out in front of 
the preacher, 

Sometimes parents are wrong, 
but not as often as children. Some- 
times teachers are wrong, but not 
as often as pupils. Sometimes tne 
judge is wrong about the law, but 
not as often as a common citi- 
zen. So sometimes a preacher is 
wrong about the Bible, but not as 
often as those who are not called 
and anointed to teach and preach 
it. 


driving for money for the preacher 
is not the Bible way. In my own 
church God has wonderfully blessed 
and has cared.for me and mine, 
though neither the church nor any 
individual has promised any defi- 
nite amount to the pastor at any 
time. The church of which I have 
the great honor to be pastor never 
owes me any money except what 
God puts on the hearts of indi- 
viduals to give for my support. 


At the same time I know that 
it is my duty to teach people to 
support the ministry and I do that 
for their own sake and to please 
Christ. Paul wrote to the Philip- 
pians, rejoicing over the gifts sent 
by Epaphroditus, “Not because I 
desire a gift: but I desire fruit that 
may abound to your account” 
(Phil, 4:17). So Paul could prom- 
ise these beloved Philippians that 
since they had cared for God's 
aposties, “my God shall supply all 
your need according to his riches 
in glory by Christ Jesus” (Phil. 
4:19). 

In I Timothy 5:17, 18 the Scrip- 
ture says, 

“Let the elders that rule well 
be counted worthy of double hon- 
our, especially they who labor in 
the word and doctrine. 

“For the scripture saith, Thou 
shalt not muzzle the ox that tread- 
eth out the corn. And, The la- 


The casual street preacher who 
stands before the court house 
steps and exhorts whosoever will 
listen to him often does good, but 
he does not speak with the author- 
ity with which a pastor addresses 
his own church. People should re- 
spect preachers of the gospel any- 
where, but they owe a special al- 
legiance to their pastor who has 
authority over him, 


"Whose Faith Follow’ 


In Hebrews 13:7 the people are 
commanded: 


"Remember them which have 
the rule over you, who have spoken 
unto you the word of God: whose 
faith follow, considering the end of 
their conversation." 


Christians should remember 
those who have the rule over them 
and follow the faith of their pas- 
tor. So says the Word of God. 

Should one follow a pastor un- 
true to the Bible? Certainly not. 
One should not have that kind of a 
pastor. No Christian should re- 
main in a church that will keep 
a modernistic pastor. In II John 
10, 11 we are commanded not to 
even receive him into your house 
or bid him God speed. The Bible 
recognizes the fact that false 
teachers will arise, and for that 
reason, Timothy was commanded 
to be faithful in teaching and to 
reprove, rebuke, exhort with all 
longsuffering and doctrine (II Tim. 
4:2). The elders at Ephesus were 
particularly warned by Paul to be 
faithful because he knew that 
wolves would arise even among 
these same preachers. Christians 
are commanded in I Timothy 5:17, 
“Let the elders that rule well be 
counted worthy of double honour, 
especially they who labour in the 
word and doctrine.” Preachers 
that rule the church wisely and in 
the power of the Spirit, preachers 
that really labor in teaching the 
Bible to the people in its purity, 
such preachers should be counted 
worthy of double honor and sup- 
port. Churches should be careful 
to have the right kind of pastors 
and then to follow the teaching 
of those pastors. Any church mem- 
ber who cannot follow in the main 
the teaching of his pastor should 
leave the church unless it is plain- 
ly recognized and proven by the 
mouth of many witnesses that the 
pastor is not true to the Word of. 
God. In that case the church 
should certainly get a new pastor 
whom it could follow in doctrine 
and life. 


Members Should Support and 


Provide for Their Pastors 
We are plainly taught that a 
pastor ought not to be covetous 
(I Tim. 3:3), and should not take 
a church for the sake of filthy 
lucre (I Tim, 3:3; I Pet, 5:2). 
Nothing will defeat the ministry 
of a pastor much quicker than to 
be money minded, doubting Goad 
and putting temporal] things first. 
Personally, I have a deep convic- 
tion that the modern way of set 


bourer is worthy of his reward.” 

So God wants his preachers 
cared for. Verse 18 quotes the Old 
Testament Scripture, Deuteronomy 
25:4. The same Scripture is men- 
tioned again in I Corinthians 9:7, 
11 and Paul plainly tells us that 
God did not give that Scripture, 
for the sake of oxen, but for the 
sake of his dear ministers. If a 
preacher ministers to his people of 
Spiritual things, it is only proper 
and right that they should minister 
to him of their temporal things. 


They did not raise money in Bi- 
ble times for hospitals and head- 


quarters and boards and colleges 
and seminaries. But they did give 


money for the support of the min- 
istry and for the relief of Chris- 
tian poor, and a child of God is 
giving to Jesus Christ when he 
gives to the support of a soul win- 
ning ministry. 

Some preachers are worthy of 
more support than others. Those 
who rule well are to be counted 
“worthy of double honour.” Recent- 
ly a friend in another state sent 
me $10.00. He had intended, he 
said, to send $5.00, but this Scrip- 
ture came to mind and he felt 
impressed to send $10.00, making 
it “double honour” because I was 
trying to get out the gospel in 
many ways. 

Every child of God may be sure 
that he will not lose by the sup- 
port of God’s true ministers. If 
you supply the need of God's 
preachers, then God will supply 
your need according to His riches 
in glory by Christ Jesus. No

they leave off worldly amusements, 
drinking, picture shows, card play- 
ing. Many men have been vexed 
with me and my teaching against 
defiling their bodies, the temples 
of God, with tobacco and against 
yoking up with unbelievers in the 
lodges. Worldly - minded women, 
saved but not fully surrendered, 
have sometimes been vexed at my 
teaching against bobbed hair. They 


E 4... wonder why I am so insistent. If 


they only knew how I must one 
day give an account for my entire 
congregation they would make a 
more serious effort to obey my 
teaching! For I watch over them 
as one that must give an account 
for their souls. I want to do it 
with joy and not with sorrow which 
would be unprofitable for them as 
well as me. Hebrews 13:17 says: 


“Obey them which have the rule 
over you, and submit yourselves: 
for they watch your souls, as they 
that must give account that they 
may do it ‘with joy, and not with 
grief: for that is unprofitable for 
you.” 


When Jesus comes to receive His 
saints in the air we will have the 
wedding supper in Heaven. Then 
is the time, too, when we must all 
give an account to God; when 
Christians shall stand before the 
judgment seat of Christ and every 
work shall be tried. The wood, hay 
and stubble will be burned (I Cor. 
3:12, 13), but gold, silver and 
precious stones will abide. At that 
day I can imagine the Lord’ Jesus 


» 


will call me to His side as one by 
one the church members who have 
been under my ministry come be- 
fore Him. If they have no treas- 
ures in Heaven, I will be as 
ashamed as they! If their works 
are all burned up, leaving them 
saved so as by fire (I Cor. 3:15) 
but without extra rewards, I will 
be guilty and I will be blamable! 
The Scripture teaches that such 
Christians will “be ashamed be- 
fore him at his coming’ (I John 
2:28). And certainly in such cas- 
es the pastor will bear part of the 
shame of his people like the fa- 
ther for his children! I must watch 
over my people as one that must 
give an account for their souls! 

Peter said that when the chief 
Shepherd should come, the faith- 
ful elder or pastor should receive 
a crown of glory that fadeth not 
away (I Peter 5:4). And Paul, 
who was daily in reproach, and 
had hardship and trouble, looked 
forward happily to the great joy 
of the second coming when he 
would see his converts meet Je- 
sus! In I Thessalonians 2:19, 20 
Paul says: 

"For what is our hope, or joy, 
or crown of rejoicing? Are not 
even ye in the presence of our 
Lord Jesus Christ at his coming? 


"For ye are our glory and joy.” 
So I can look forward to the 


coming of Christ and know that 
my joy and crown will be that a

under my ministry, that people 
have learned to love the Bible and 
start a family altar; that a broth- 
er has given up wicked habits, that 
a woman has curbed and tamed her 
tongue by the power of the Holy 
Spirit! t joy if I can see my 
people meet Jesus happily and un- 
ashamed having followed and im- 
itated Christ as they followed me! 

On this account, since preachers 
must give an account to God for 
their flocks, church members 
should obey them that have the 
rule over them. | 

“Obey them that have the rule 
over you, and submit yourselves:

they may do it with joy, and not 
with grief: for that is unprofitable 
for you” (Hebrews 13:17). 


"Rebuke Not an Elder" 


Pastors make mistakes in deal- 
ing with their people just as fa- 
thers do in dealing with their chil- 
dren. But it is not right for chil- 
dren to rebuke their father and it 
would not be right for people to re- 
buke their pastors. God’s Word says 
in I Tim. 5:1, “Rebuke not an eld- 
er, but intreat him as a father.” 
In the same chapter, I Timothy 
5:19 says, “Against an elder re- 
ceive not an accusation, but before 
two or three witnesses.” 


Preachers are human. All true 
pastors are often conscious of their 
mistakes and shortcomings. Some- 
times devoted Christian people 
should advise and counsel their 
pastors and sometimes they should 
call their attention of a pastor to 
his mistakes or faults. Good

about the power of the Holy 
Spirit and urged him to seek this 
power from . The very hum- 
blest saint of God can sometimes 
be a great strength in counsel and 
a great help to his or her pastor.

(Acts 18:26). Preachers often 
need help, but the Scripture plain- 
ly commands that an elder or 
preacher is not to be rebuked by 
those under him, but is to be in- 
treated as a father. A preacher has 
cares enough, and every true 
preacher desires any help that is 
lovingly and Spiritually given. 
Do not accuse any preacher on 
the basis of idle gossip. It is the 
devil’s business to destroy the in- 
fluence of preachers. A little band 
of Texans, fighting for the inde- 
pendence of our state from Mexico, 
were greatly out numbered but a 
wise Texas officer advised his men 
“shoot only at brass buttons.” He 
knew that if Mexican officers were 
killed, the Mexican army would be- 
come a disorganized mob that 
would be easily routed. So the 
Jevil shoots mainly at preacners. 


Sometimes preachers do griev- 
ously wrong and sometimes they 
should be charged with their 
wrong. But an accusation should 
never be entertained against a 
preacher except at the mouth of 
two or three witnesses, according 
to I Timothy 5:19. Worthy preach- 
ers represent God and it is no idle 
thing to attack a preacher or to 
do him harm. Those who do so 
must give an account to God! “Re- 
buke not an elder, but intreat him 
as a father.” 


"Salute Them That Have the Rule 
Over You” 


In Hebrews 13:24 Christians are 
commanded: 

“Salute all them that have the 
rule over you, and all the saints.” 

People generally have the idea 
that the preacher should come to 
see them, preachers should visit 
them when they are sick, the 
preachers should meet them at the 
door and shake hands. But here 
is a Scripture which clearly puts 
that duty upon the people! Paul 


| writes, “Salute them that have the 


rule over you.” ‘Christians then 
should pay particular attention 
that they salute their pastor. 

In the Fundamentalist Baptist 
Tabernacle there are six double 
doors and two single doors. If I 
stand at the front center doors to 
shake hands with as many as I 
can, then many of the crowd de- 
part at the exit nearest them and 
I cannot shake hands with every- 
one. I should like to, and I try to, 
but I cannot. But this Scripture 
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says that it is not my responsibility 
first. It is first the responsibilty 
of the People. It is much easier 
for members to come by to salute 
their pastor than for the pastor to 
go to the member and seek each 
one out for a personal greeting. 

One good woman said, “I was 
sick and you did not come to see 
me.” She was somewhat offended, 
but I answered back, “Yes, and I 
was sick and you did not come to 
see me either.” I should like to 
have seen her if time had per- 
mitted and had she let me know, 
but it is more the duty of the peo- 
ple to salute the pastor than the 
pastor’s duty to salute the people. 
It is easier for 1,500 people to go 
to see one man than for one mans 
to go to see 1,500 people. ‘ 

I am reminded of a case men-, 
tioned by Dr. H. A, Ironside when 
he preached in our tabernacle last 
year. He said that a woman re- 
covering from an iliness accosted 
her pastor at the church and said, 
“Pastor, I was sick and you didn’t 
come to see me.” 

He asked, “Were you very sick?” 


She answered, “I should say I 
was! I had five doctors with me, 
and you didn’t even come to see 
me!”’ 

“Well,” said the wise preacher, 
“Did the five doctors all just hear 
that you were sick and drop in?” 

“No,” she replied, “We sent for 
them.” 

“Well, if you had sent for me I 
would have come too,” he said. 

Sent for five doctors at enormous 
expense, didn’t even notify the pas- 
tor and yet she was hurt because 
he didn’t come, 

People sometimes foolishly ex- 
pect the pastor to run after them 
and remember every detail about 
them. They forget that it is much 
easier for a whole congregation 
to know about one preacher than 
it is for one preacher to know 
about every individual in a whole 
congregation. It is fine for the 
pastor to visit the sick when pos- 
sible, but actually the Bible only 
commands them to visit the sick, 
as far as I know, when they are 
especially called for to pray. That 
command is given in James 5:14. 
Other Christians are plainly taught 
to visit the sick, and they shouid 
do so (Matt. 25:36; James 1:27; 
Romans 16:2). 

The point is that pastors can- 
not always salute the people but 
the people are to salute the pastor. 
It is a joy to this preacher to have 
the people want to shake Ris hand 
and have a word of greeting. I 
cannot get to all the people, and 
so I rejoice when they come to me. 
Christian people, “salute them that 
have the rule over you.”
